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As a colorful, exciting and action-punctuated sport, pro 
football could not be properly represented in a Hall of Fame 
where a hushed and reverent atmosphere prevailed. Thus, by 
design, the Pro Football Hall of Fame is a showplace where 
happy and enthused fans are encouraged to relax and enjoy 
their visit. 

But there is an unspoken exception to this general theme in 
the twin enshrinement areas, where the niches of the greats 
who have been bestowed pro football's highest honor are lo- 
cated. The impressive galleries lend themselves to moments 
of more somber reflection of the great stars and the outstand- 
ing contributions they made to a game they dgyed! 

A new class of enshrinees is elected each year by a 27-man 
Board of Selectors, all of whom are outstanding media 
personnel from across the nation. There is no retirement time 
limit for the contributor (coach, owner, league official) but a 
player must have been retired five years before he can be 
elected. 

Each niche contains a bronze bust, a brightly lighted mural 
showing the enshrinee doing the thing in football he did best 
and a capsule biography. As you glance at each honored spot, 
you can be sure that the man honored there is among the 
very finest that any sport ever produced!
